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DETAILED ACTION 



Double Patenting 

1. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

2. Claims 1-12 and 25-33 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1-1 1 and 15-18 of U.S. Patent No. United 
States Patent 6,274,249, Braendle et al. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other because although the claims to the present invention 
claim that tool should not be a solid carbide end mill or a solid carbide ball nose mill, Braendle et 
al does disclose in claim 1 that the tool can be a cemented carbide gear cutting tool. The present 
application, in claim 2, also discloses that the coating can be used on a cemented carbide-cutting 
tool. As such, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of invention to use 
the protective coating on tools other than the end mill and nose mill like a cemented carbide- 
cutting tool. In addition, the Q values, stress value, and the amount of titanium and aluminum, as 
exemplified in the present claims overlap with the corresponding values in Braendle et al.

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 31 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 1. 
When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim 
to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 
§ 706.03(k). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see page 7, lines 19-20, filed August 4, 2003, with respect to 
claims 1-12 and 23-30 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections under 35 
USC §§102(e) and 103(a) of claims 1-12 and 23-30 have been withdrawn. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed August 4, 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive with respect to the obvious-type double patenting rejection. Applicant has indicated 
that the patent term would not extend any right to exclude United States Patent no 6,274,249, 
whose term expires September 12, 2017. 

Applicant's argument is not persuasive because although the present application is a 
divisional of United States Patent no. 6,274,249, "reliance upon a common issue date cannot 
effectively substitute for the filing of one or more terminal disclaimers in order to overcome a 
proper double patenting rejection, particularly since a common issue date alone does not avoid 
the potential problem of dual ownership of patents". MPEP 804.02(111). 
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6. Applicant also contends that Office Action did not address the obviousness issue from the 
point of different Qi values and diffraction intensities in different planes. While it is noted that 
the planes are different, because the components of the layers are the same and the Q values 
overlap, at the point of overlap the diffraction intensities, whether looking at the crystal 
orientation in the (111) direction or the (200) direction would produce the same result whereby 
the intensity for either plane would be 20 times an intensity average noise value. 

As such, the arguments are not persuasive as to present claims 1-12 and 25-33 and the 
Double Patenting rejection standing.
